The Distinguistied | Divine Passes Away

Brooks died at 8:80 o'elogk thig morp-

ingof ppeumonia, .

The death was entlirély unexpaated.
Ho was 'ill Thurgday, - but  nothing
serious showed itself uu.al 1ot evening.
Dr, Beach, his physician, diicoyered
luto lastevening diphthereticsymptoms,
and considered a conaultation ndvisable,
and called in Dr. R, N, Fitg, At this
tima nothing serions was anticipated,
Dr, Beach was with the bishop the en-
tirg night, About half past six the
patient was seized with. a coughing
gpusm, which lasted for a fow momenta

Dr, Beach said this marning that
death was caused by heart lailure and
not bg diphtheria. =

Bighop Brooks preached his lnst sor-
mon at the Church of the Good Bhep-
herd, on Cortes street, last Tuesda
evening. The scene at the bishop's
houge this morning was one of griel
and desolation, No crepe bad st that
tima been plaged on the door, but
anxioud friends, umong whem the nows
had been sprosd with great rapidity,
were making inquiries on the strsot,
and in the immediate neighborhood, of
everyone whom they saw, »

Within the housen few of the bishop's
mogt intimata {rlends, who seemed hard,
Iy 1o realize the torrible loss, were gaths
ared in gronps in the different raome,
e spiris that pervaded the assemblage
was one of complote and overwhelmin
sorrow. Thoy could not comprehen
the fuot that Bishop Brooks was dead,
and pgain and again the queation way
anked: “Is thos bishop rewly doad "
That their beloved pastor nnd friend
hiad loft them forever seomed to them
toa awlul, and they wera unable to graap
tho gignificance of hia death.

msﬁop Brooks sald vnrf littlo during
hia illuess, He apparently had no idea
hig end was near and he did not leave
any lnst message, On account of the
contagious character of his disonse it is
not improbable that the funeral will bo
private.

Thillips Brooks was born in Doston,
December 13, 1835, His degreo of I A,
he received in larvard Unnmrui]t} in
1855, and subsequently that of I, D
Ho studied at the Episcopal Theolog.
ical Beminary at Alexandria, Va., and
in 1850 was ordained, The same yeur
b got bis first charge, becoming rector
of the Church of the Advent in Phila.
delphia, whern he remained for three
years, Ilo was then travsferred to the
Chureh of tho Holy Trinity,

From 1870 until Tnat yoar ho was rec.
tor of Trinity church, Boston, a charge
that allowed of his fame a8 a pulpit
orator becoming world wide, He was
28 well known and appreciated in Eng-
land as hero, and such churchmen s
Onnon Farrar and the lpte Dean Stan-
loy were among his frivnds. He bad
preached for the former in Westmine-
ter Abbey, and both of theso FEng-
lish divines have occupied hia pulpit in
Boston, Early last year lo became
bishop of Massachusetis, succoeding
the Iato Benjamin Henry Paddock.
P'revionsly, in 1880, ho waa offerad the
assistant bishopric of Penusylvania,
but declined, = [

An active phllanlhrnr{llt. ng wwell ng
prencher, Bishop Brooks was “aléo an
author, and deyeral volumes, moetly ser-
mong, have come [rom his pen. His
firat worlk was “Lectures on Preaching,”
publighed in 1877; then came his "Ser-
mons," (1878 and 1881); “The Influonce
of Jesus;" Bohlon Lectures, delivored in
Philadelphia in 1870, and: “hnpmm and
Confirmation,” (1880).

Bishop Brooks had o commanding
presence, baing & large man with a deop,
musical voice, and his words fell from
him with such rapidity of utteranco s
to be a perlect cataract of eloquence,
